wherein the first file access controller and the second file access controller are 
configured to provide an access to a file according to NE SNetwork File System or 
ClESCommon Internet File System protocol. 
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37. (Currently Amended) A method for migrating a f ile m i grat i on method according 
to claim 2839, 

wherein in the step of migrating T the file is read from the first file system, a 
write request to store the file in the second file system is transmitted to the second 
system, and the second file access controller writes the file according to the write 
request. 

38. (Currently Amended) A method for migrating a file m i grat i on method according 
to claim 37, wherein the write request transmitted to the second system is according 
to NF SNetwork File System or GIES- Common Internet File System protocol. 

39. (Currently Amended) A method for migrating a file between a first system and a 
second system, 

wherein the first system includes a first file access controller, a first storage 
controller, and a plurality of first magnetic disk devices, and the first file access 
controller receives a file access request from a computer and controls to access a 
file according to the r e ceived file access request, and 

wherein the second system includes a second file access controller, a second 
storage controller, and a plurality of second magnetic disk devices, and the second

destination of the m i grated file and the information indicating which ono of th e 
p l ura li ty of software programs d e t e rm i nes the on e th e po li c ie s app lie d to th e 
migrated fi l e the application creating the file and setting the policy are left in the first 
logical unit, from which data of the file is migrated to the second system. 

41 . (Currently Amended) A system for storing a file comprising: 

a first system including a first file access controller and a first storage system, 
wherein the first storage system has a plurality of first magnetic disk devices and a 
first storage controller coupled to the plurality of first magnetic disk devices, and the 
first file access controller manages a first file system configured in the first system, 
receives a file access request, and controls to access a file according to the file 
access request, and 

a second system including a second file access controller and a second 
storage system, wherein the second storage system has a plurality of second 
magnetic disk devices and a second storage controller coupled to the plurality of 
second magnetic disk devices, and the second file access controller manages a 
second file system configured in the second system, receives a file access request, 
and controls to access a file according to the file access request, 

wherein the first file access controller receives an open reguest for storing a 

file in the first system from a computer the open reguest including information of a 
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policy set for the file by an application creating the file, stores the file in the first 
storage system, and manages the information of the policy set for the file, 

wherein when athe file stored in the first system satisfies a condition of on e of 
a p l urality of po l ic i es, wh i ch ar e pr e par e d by a p l ural i ty of softwar e programs, the 
policy, the file is migrated from the first system to the second system, and 

wherein information indicating a migration destination of the migrat e d file and 
information r e lating to ono of tho plura l ity of ooftwaro programs, by which th o on e of 
tho p l ummy nf po li nipn npp l i ft ri to th o m i grated f ile i s prepar e d, indicating the 
application creating the file and setting the policy remain stored in the first system.

wherein data of the file is migrated from the first logical unit to the second 

logical unit, and 

wherein the first storage system stores the information indicating the migration 
destination of the migrated file and the information indicating the one of the p l ura l ity 
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of software programs, by which th e on e of th e p l ura li ty of po l ic i es app li ed to th e 
m i grated f il o is prepared, application creating the file and setting the policy in the first 
logical unit, from which the data of the file is migrated to the second logical unit. 

45. (Currently Amended) A system for storing a file according to claim 41 , 

wherein in the second system, another file name, which is different from an 
original file name of the m i grat e d f ile used in the first system, is used to identify the 
migrated file, and 

wherein the another file name remains stored in the first system. 

46. (Currently Amended) A system for storing a file according to claim 45, 

wherein the information indicating the migration destination of the migrated 
file, the information re l at i ng to tho one of tho p l ura li ty of software programs, by wh i ch 
tho one of tho plura li ty of po li c i es app li ed to the m i grated f il o i c proparod, and 
indicating the application creating the file and setting the policy and t he another file 
name are accessible by using the original file name. 

47. (Currently Amended) A system for storing a file according to claim 46, 

wherein after a migration of the file, when the first file access controller 
receives a file access request including the original file name of the migrated file, the 
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first file access controller sends another file access request including the another file 
name of the m i grat e d f ile to the second system. 

48. (Currently Amended) A system for storing a file according to claim 41, 

wherein information indicating a size of the migrat e d file, access permission to 
the m i grated f ile, and creation date of the m i grated file further remain stored in the 
first system. 

49. (Currently Amended) A system for storing a file according to claim 41 , 

wherein the first file access controller and the second file access controller are 
configured to provide an access to a file according to NF-S Network File System or 
GlE SCommon Internet File System protocol. 

50. (Previously Presented) A system for storing a file according to claim 41 , 

wherein when the file is migrated from the first system to the second system, 
the first file access controller reads the file from the first file system, and transmits a 
write request to the second system to store the file in the second file system, and the 
second file access controller writes the file according to the received write request. 

51 . (Currently Amended) A system for storing a file according to claim 50, 
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wherein the write request transmitted from the first file access controller to the 
second system is according to Network File System or Common Internet File System 
protocol.
